Rotermund said this was about 150 
feet from the tree which the Ford 
struck. He stopped his car and his 
wife called his attention to the fact 
that there had been an accident. He 
said he had felt the contact with his 
car. He was unable to tell how many 
people were in the Ford car. 
His car 


he said had traveled about 30 or 40 
feet after the contact before he 
ttopped. Shown testimony taken be- 
fore Justice Carpenter about 
two 


weeks after the accident which con- 
tradicted the distances he testified to 
this morning he said the distances 
had not been measured but tbe ones 
given last summer were probably 
nearer correct than those given now". 


After the contact -with the Buick 


he saw the driver of the Ford make 
a grab for the wheel. He^said the 
distance from the point of contact to 
the place where the Ford overturned 
*as about 150 feet. 


After stopping his car he ran back 


and pulled Sanford from the car and 
then took out Mary Arace and her 
sister. He then called to other peo- 
ple who had collected, for assistance 
to get the others out. People stand- 
ing nearby had not known then that 
there werer two others in the car. It 
was a clear day at the time of the 
accident which happened near the 
Lloyd-Esopus town line on the two 
strip concrete.
